WLESS U © rule? of power polities in the 
Balkans hav e been changed Yugoslavia is 
trying to hne up help for itself against im­ 
minent attack by four of its neighb ors, all 
satrllite? of Hit Kremlin. 
Milovan Djilas, a memb er of the Yugoslav 
Communist party and an official of Marshal 
Tito’s Communist regime, has said pub licly 
that his country has no territorial amb itions 
in the Balkans and no alliances with any for­ 
eign government It wants only the privilege 
of maintaining its own sovereignty against 
the growing threat of attack from Bulgaria, 
Romania. Hungary and Alb ania. Though the 
government of Yugoslavia does not see eye 
to eve with the Kremlin, it is an agency of 
Communism and therefore should b e respect­ 
ed b y other Communists. 
Or, to state the matter b luntly, Yugoslavia 
is putting itself on the record as b eing the 
innocent victim of what is b eginning to look 
like a Kremlin-ordered push to punish it for 
the political crime of b eing out of step with 
the Kremlin. It wants the world to know that 
it has clean hands and therefore is deserving 
of sympathy if the well-known Communist 
tactic of destroying everything it cannot con­ 
trol is used against it 
It must have occurred to Marshal Tito and 
hi* spokesman that they should have thought 
of that eventuality when they hooked up with 
the conspiracy in the first place. Being purged 
for straying 
from the party line is an old 
custom m the Communist party. If Yugosla­ 
vian fears are well founded, it is ab out to 
happen to a whole country, instead of a few 
thousand individuals.

A NYONE BUYING anything on 
the installment plan — and 
who isn’t?—should b e interested 
to know that Washington officials 
are again b eginning 
to 
worry 
ab out the increase in consumer 
credit 
Storekeepers, automob ile and 
appliance dealers, home b uilders 
and even the loan companies have 
b een reporting that b usiness was 
seldom b etter. 
Some b ankers 
feel it is too good. 
The result is that President 
Truman may again ask Congress 
for stand-b y authority to permit 
the Federal Reserve Board to put 
limits on consumer credit, if the 
b oom gets out of hand. 
Federal Reserve had this power 
to control credit during the war. 
It expired June 30, 1949. 
The 
President recommended extension 
of the authority, b ut Congress 
would have none of it 
At that time, of course, the 
country was at the b eginning of 
the 1949 slump. Business of some 
of the automob ile companies in 
particular was falling off. They 
claimed it was due to too rigid 
federal controls. 
So a terrific 
drive was put on to reduce down 
payments and extend time pay 
ments from 18 to 24 months. Or 
longer. 


A MERICAN 
consumer 
d e b t 
^ 
dropped from a total of $16,- 
000,000,000 at the end of 1948 to 
$15,000,000,000 as of July 1, 1949. 
But when the b rakes were then 
taken off, volume started to in­ 
crease again. It was $18,800,000,- 
000 at the end of 1949. 
As of 
June 1, 1950—latest figure avail­ 
ab le—it was $19,100,000,000. This 
is the highest it has ever b een. It 
is an increase of over $3,000,000,- 
000 in the past year. 
Increases 
are in almost every field of credit 
The one thing which is leading 


the parade in the consumer credit 
field, however, is the b ig b oom in 
housing. 
Every new house na* 
turally creates a demand for new 
furniture and household appli­ 
ances 
which also have to b e 
b ought on time. The thing snow­ 
b alls. 
At the end of 1948, the total U. 
S. mortgage deb t on one-to-four 
family non-farm houses was $33,- 
000,000,000. 
At the end of 1949 
it was over $37,000,000,000. 
To­ 
day it is estimated at $40,000,000,- 
000. 
Easy government money in 
FHA and GI guaranteed loans 
does the trick. 
Some alarmists see in this in­ 
creasing load of private deb t the 
making of another inflationary 
b oom and an inevitab le crash. 
To others, the expansion of 
consumer credit is a perfectly 
normal thing, consistent with in­ 
creased population, increased em­ 
ployment, increased b usiness ac­ 
tivity. 
In 1929 there were 49,000,000 
people in the U. S. lab or force and 
total disposab le personal income, 
after payment of taxes, was $85,- 
000,000,000. 
In 1939 the lab or 
force was 55,000,000 and dispos­ 
ab le income was $72,000,000,000. 
At the end of the war in 1945, the 
lab or force was 65,000,000 and 
personal income was $172,000,000,- 
000. Today the lab or force is 64,- 
000,000, b ut total disposab le per­ 
sonal income is at an annual rate 
of $222,000,000,000. 


rpHE more people there are 
-*• working, the more they earn, 
the more they can afford to b or­ 
row and go into deb t.

Events there are clinching his proposition 
that the United State# has won wars b ecause 
of industrial output not b ecause of any in­ 
trinsic military superiority, either in terms 
of men or weapons. This country has depend­ 
ed heavily on overwhelming its enemies with 
Nur>cnor numb ers of men and weights of ma- 
tm al, Baldwin points out He is the military 
expert of the New Yqrk Time*. 
Wiitor Lippmann has pointed out in the 
mi an time tha! the United States, with no 
major aiiit*, cannot hope to outnumb er the 
arnuAi fighting for the cause of Communism. 
It mu^t rely on b eating them with specialists 
*' «1 t te military tools of specialists. Reports 
from Kona already tell of “b anzai** charges 
l > North Korean troops. The outnumb ered 
tT S. troops simply were inundated b y waves 
of enemy infantry. 
Russian tanks used to 
support ground troops have proved to b e al- 
ytoii invulnerab le to U. S. weapons. In the 
air. U. S. planes seem to have little competi­ 
tion so far. On the sea, it remains to b e seen 
» hi ther Russian-made sub marines will b e as 
potent as most U. S. naval experts have b een 
pm aicting they would b e. 


T h ey Were Ob jectio n ab le 
RpilERE ARE three versions of every mili- 
1 
lary incident in wartime. The most im­ 
portant is that of the human b eings involved 
m ¡1 They usually are so deeply involved, 
however, that they are aware only of details; 
thrv do not sc# the whole pictune. Therefore, 
they l annot tell the story. 
The story is most likely to b e told accurate­ 
ly b y the professional reporters whose job is 
to keep track of what is going on. Theirs is 
the second of the three versions of military 
incidents. That hatior b elongs to the military 
estab lishment which is running the war. 
The military estab lishment has a doub le 
purpose to fulfill—to reveal what happened 
without revealing anything which might 
prove emb arrassing. 
Ob viously, that gives 
the military estab lishment a great deal of 
ieeuay, also a strong temptation to go over­ 
b oard on censorship. 
Inevitab ly, it lead* to friction with profes­ 
sional reporters and the organizations which 
employ them The first overt instance of fric­ 
tion in the Korean war now has occurred. 
Gen. MacArthur’s headquarters, with a b ad 
name for arb itrary and high-handed handling 
of professional reporters earned in World 
War II ha? high-handed two professional 
corns pendents. 
These correspondent*. Tom Lamb ert of As­ 
sociated Pres? and Peter Kalischer of United 
Press, apparently were guilty of nothing 
more serious than b eing ob jectionab le to some 
militarists who took exception to the tone of 
their dispatches. As has b een said so often 
ab out war. which is horrib le in itself, the 
hardest part to stomach is * the incredib le 
nonsense ft permits arrogant officials to per­ 
o r a te on all the people who b ecome involv­ 
ed in tt.

What this tab le shows is that 
consumer deb ts have risen sharp­ 
ly since the end of the war. But 
they are still b elow the record 
ratios of 1929 and 1939.

The 
production of hemoglob in, which 
is the coloring matter of the b lood, 
depends largely on the amount 
and quality of the pro|ein in the 
diet Thus, anemia is another sign 
which develops either when there 
is insufficient protein In the diet 
or when it is poodly ab sorb ed jy 
the b ody. 
An insufficient protein diet 
over a long period of time leads 
to improper distrib ution of water | 
in the b ody. This causes tha de­ 
velopment of dropsy, or edema, 
in which water accumulates m 
the b edy tissues. A wasting rf 
tissue also occurs. There is a de­ 
cline in the ab ility of the b ody to 
produce heat and anemia results 
from insufficient protein intake.

Hall Of Ohioans 
In Draft Deferred 


Men With Dependents, 
Veterans Exempted 


COLUMBUS, J uly 19—(AP)— 
About half of Ohio’s men in the 
draft-liable 18-26 age bracket— 
and who now are classified—are 
deferred 
either 
because 
they 
are veterans or have dependents, 
selective service officials estimat­ 
ed today. 
CoL Carl G. Wahl, Ohio selec­ 
tive 
service 
manpower chief, 
gave the estimate in answering 
this question: 
“ How many draft-liable Ohibr 
; ans would be affected if Congress, 
as Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey 
suggests, tightens the basis for 
deferments for veterans and reg­ 
istrants for dependents?” 
The draft law exempts vet- 
| erans of 90 days war service or 
more. At present, the draft is not 
being applied to married men or 
persons with children or others 
; dependent upon them for support. 
On J une 30, Ohio had about 
564,000 men between 18 and 26 
registered. Of these, slightly more 
jthan two-thirds had been classi­ 
fied by local boards. Two out of 
j every five were veterans. About 
one in every 12 had dependents. A 
very few were classified as essen­ 
tial to the industries or farms 
where they are employed. 
Exact percentage showed 40.33 
per cent veterans and 7.94 per 
cent with dependents. The essen­ 
tial workers bring the total of de­ 
terred registrants to slightly less 
than 50 per cent.

Nazis came to power in 1933 be­ 
came k nown as “Kopenick Blood 
Week .” 
A hundred Jews and anti-Nazis 
were tortured and slain by the 
Brownshirts. 
Survivors testified against 56 
defendants,

Ten now liv­ 
ing in West Germany refused to 
appear for trial. 
Five of the defendants on hand 
were sentenced to die.
